Seek park speedup; silt worries state

Gross estimated the delta now 
has more than 100 acres and is 
“just the tip of the icéberg,"* 
since most of the sediment is 
settling on the lake bottom.

Robert Thornberry, land- 
scape architect with the 
Division of Planning and Design 
of the Illinois Department of 
Conservation, warned there are 
no easy answers to solving the 
sediment problem. He said the 
costs of dredging out the 
sediment have increased from

“As you can see, dredging the 
lake would be a multi-million 
dollar project,’ Thornberry 
said, and he noted the Depari- 
ment of Conservation has been 
operating on $5 million to $7 
million appropriations per year, 
while its budget used to be $35 
million to $40 million. 
Thornberry said several 
things can be done to reduce the

Sewer bond | 
bids sought .

The Madison County Board on 
Wednesday unanimously 
agreed to seek bids for the sale 
of $5 million in general 
obligation bonds for con- 
struction of sanitary sewers in 
Nameoki, Chouteau and Venice 
to hips. Construction is 
scheduled to begin May 1 

The board also agreed to open 
bids at 4:30 p.m, Tuesday, 
March 28, in the county cour. 
thouse at Edwardsville, and to 
hold a special meeting at 9:30 
a.m, Wednesday, March 29, to 
approve the lowest acceptable 
bid and sign a construction 
contract. 

‘The agenda for the special 
meeting calls for adopting the 
bond ordinance, approving the 
lowest bidder for the bonds, 
passing the ordinance to lev; 
taxes in the special service area 
to repay the bonds, authorizing 
the chairman to sign the con- 
struction contract, and tran 
sacting any other sewer 
business which may come 
before the board. 

A $12.6 million grant has been 
offered by the Environmental 
Protection Agency which will 
pay 73 percent of cost of most 
construction and design-related 
work 

The joint bidders, S. M 
Wilson & Co. and G, H. Stern: 
berg & Co., both of Granite City 
have held to their bid price of 
$15,564,306 since Sept, 30, 1976, 
which was lauded by the board 
membet the meeting 
yesterday. 

Board Member Walter 
“Dick" Sparks, chairman of the 
county's special sewer com- 
mittee, told the board he feels 
the sewers are wanted by the 
majority: of the persons in the 
area to be served, especially 
with recent flooding caused by 
rains and melted snow.

As 
the old coal furnace equipment 
broke down the people would 
get gas permits and install new 
gas equipment. 

“IT am very concerned, 
however, over my coal 
customers and really have tried 
to find coal for them, but 
without much success.

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County not 
required 

to provide 
ambulances 


The Madison County Boarf 
was told yesterday that its 
legislative committee can find 
no law which obligates the 
county to provide ambulance 
service to areas not having such 
a service. 

James Heil of Alton, chair- 
man of the legislative com: 
mittee, said he has received 
communications from Nameoki 
Township and Venice, in- 
dicating those townships may 
sue the county to test whether 
the responsibility for providing 
ambulances belongs to the 
county or the townships, 

Heil -read a state statute 

governing counties, and said, 

“A county has the right to 
provide ambulance service and 
levy a 2.5 percent tax, unless a 
fire protection district serving 
the area already is levying @ tax 
for ambulance service." 

He also said the statute calls 
for a referendum before the tax 
can be levied and said the 
legislative committee does not 
feel it should call for a 
referendum on the issue until 
there are sufficient petitions to 
force the issue onto the kallot 

“A similar proposal in 
Godfrey Township was rejected 
six to one and we feel it would be 
the attitude of the voters to 
reject it in your area. We do not 
feel the county should spend a 
lot of money, at this time, on 
ballots for a referendum, all for 
naught,” he stated. 

He also said he did not feel a 
2.5 cent tax per $100 assessed 
valuation would provide a 
sufficient amount of money to 
operate a county ambulance 
service, including purchasing , 
ambulances and staffing them 
24-hours-per-day with 
emergency medical 
tec hnicians, 

“We anticipate it would cost 
$60,000 to $80,000 per year for 
each ambulance, and that ¢ 
would cover only the salaries, ‘ 
The Health Systems Agency 
recognizes the problem, but has 
no solutions,’ Heil concluded 

Board Member Daniel 
Partney of Granite City, a 
partner in Thomas Ambulance, 
said his experience has been 
that only about 45 percent of 
ambulance bills can be 
collected and it is very difficult 
to operate ambulances in a 
break-even way. 

Board © Member Walter 
“Dick” Sparks, supervisor of 
Chouteau Township, noted his 
township agreed Monday night 
to contract with Granite City 
ambulance to serve the town- 
ship, but doubts remain as to 
the legality of°a township 
providing the service and the 
liability on the township in 
malpractice or injury lawsuits, 

“This is a pretty loose thing 
for us to take hold of,"’ Sparks 
said, 

Member Louis Whitsell of 
Nameoki Township said he does 
not feel townships are em- 
powered by the state legislature 
to contract for ambulance 
service and feels the fire . 
protection districts should have 
that responsibility. 

Whitsell also noted the ser- 
vice offered by Granite City 
does not serve all of either 
Nameoki or Chouteau township, 
An addit 1 problem he 
pointed out is that the Mitchell 
and Long Lake fire: protection 
districts do not cover all of the 
townships they serve, and some 
areas are not in’ any fire 
protection district. 

Partney said he is concerned 
that if an ambulance is wrecked 
outside of the Granite City 
limits, the taxpayers of Granite 
City will be responsible for 
repairing the ambulance and 
may be responsible for any 
lawsuits that might result, 

He suggested the county look 
into how contracts between 
Granite City and the outside - 
cities, townships and village 
city ambulances will serve are 
going to affect the residents of 
Granite City. His suggestion 
went unanswered,

State Rep, Everett Steele (R- 
Glen Carbon) said Horseshoe 
Lake is the largest natural lake 
in the state of Mlinois, and that 
planning for a park there is well 
worth the efforts to solve its 

reat problems. 

“The lake parks we are en- 
joying now, including Forest 
Park, were planned two to three 
generations ago and it ts im- 
portant that this generation be 
doing the planning for future 
generations in this area, T hoy 
the planning can include 
drainage, as well as 
recreation,” Steele said. 

State Rep, Jim MePike (D- 
Alton) said meetings, such as 
Monday's, in which the people 
of an area make their feelin, 
known to their legislators, help. 
keep the senators ‘and 
representatives “out of the 
ivory towers and in togeh with 
all the people.” 

He suggested the Department 
of Conservation consider 
restricting Walker's Island to 
nature trails and shore fishing, 
so it can remain a refuge for 
ducks, geese and water fowl, He 
opposed camping, vehicle 
traffic, hunting and other ac- 
tivities on the island which 
would disrupt the birds from 
nesting, 

He also objected to the 
current. duck hunting hours, 
which end at noon each day, 
saying the lake traditionally has 
deen used for duck hunting and 
he saw no reason why hunters 
should not be allowed to hunt 
until 3 p.m. or 3:30 p.m, each 
day, as with other state parks, 

He suggested campsights be 
developed on the southern 
peninsula and along Route 111 
and the northern shore along 
Route 162, Driveways where 
homes near Route 162 have been 
torn down would be suitable for 
daytime picnic areas, but would 
not be suitable for camping, 
since they are not well policed, 
he said. 

State Sen, Sam Vadalabene 
(D-Edwardsville) said every 
effort should be made to assure 
that the park be developed to 
meet the needs of the entire 
population, hunters, wildlife 
love’ fishermen, campers, 
hikers, “Some would set aside 
the entire area for a wildlife 
preserve. That does not make 
sense to me,”* Vadalabene said, 

He stated that financially, 
“We have long since passed the 
point of no return, Now, let's get 
the job done.” 

Mayor William) ‘Mike’ 
Ebersoldt of Venice also urged 
“a full speed approach” to 
completing the park, “We need 
help here. We have drainage 
problems and the levee district 
needs a holding area for its 
drainage: 

“We have been talking about 
Hillside drainage for many 
years. A lot of planning, a lot of 
talk, but nothing is being done. 
Like in the old days, if it needs 
done, let's get the money alloted 
and get the job done," Eber- 
soldt said 

Roger Higgins, president of 
the Tri-Cities Area Chamber of 
Commerce, told the legislators 
at the meeting, “We have been 
working on this park 20 to 25 
years, Mr, Karandjeff has been 
working very hard on it. We 
would like your support to get 
this finished." 

Mrs. Helen Hawkins of 
Nameoki Township, who was 
invited to speak as a concerned 
citizen, pointed out the im- 
portance of the lake develop- 
ment to improve drainage 
throtighout the area. “We've got 
the water if you've got the place 
to put it,” she told planners. 

She urged the Department of 
Conservation to keep the level 
of the water in the lake low and 
to dredge the lake to help lower 
the ground water level in the 
area. 

William Nichols, landowner 
and resident of the lake area, 
reviewed the history of thé lake, 
including times when it dried up 
completely and residents grew 
corn in the lake bed. 

He noted the lake level has 
never been higher than it is at 
this time. He also urged the 
officials to protect the water 
quality, and noted numerous 
fish kills in the lake in recent 
years, including one last 
December. 

He also said he has restocked 


the lake with fish twice ana 
noted fish from the Mississippi 
River can no longer reach the 
lake through the Cahokia Canal 
due to pollution in the canal 
“which kills the fish before they 
can get up to the lake." 

Nichols opposed parking on 
Walker's Island, saying he feels 
80,000 to 100,000 geese can be 
supported by the island, He also 
assailed the Department of 
Conservation for a lack of police 


and fire protection and urged | 


that a site manager be assigned 
to the park immediately, 

Dr. Donald Cairns, vice- 
president of Granite City Steel 
who is in charge of en- 
vironmental programs, said the 
new wastewater treatment 
plant his company has put into 
operation discharges water 
purer than the water already in 
‘the lake and purer than the 
Mississippi River where the 
plant obtains it, 

He noted the company has 
reduced its output of water to 
the lake from about 58,600 
gallons per day to just under 25 
million gallons per day 

“T assure you Granite City 
Stee) will continue to be a 
responsible neighbor and will 
participate in the formation of a 
reasonable policy for the lake 
and will help to implement that 
policy,”” 

Al Wilmarth, chief engineer 
for SIMARPC, said his com: 
mission's main job is to help 
bring people together and try to 
reach compromises in the best 
interest of all in this region, 

“The key words are talk and 
compromise, he stated He 
noted SIMARPC has just 
completed a two-year water 
quality study and compromise 
will be necessary to improve 
water quality of this area. 

Donald R Vonnahme, 
assistant director of the 
Division of Water Resources, 
Mlinois Department of Con: 
servation, summarized why 
compromises will be necessary 
in planning the park 

He said his department, 
which is responsible. for flood 
control, would like to see the 
like completely dry as a 
potential storage area for water 
in heavy rains, Fishermen and 
boaters would like the lake kept 
at a high level, Conservation 
people would like the lake level 
to fluctuate, providing the bank 
conditions needed by some 
animals, 

“We will have to make some 
trade-offs for a comprehensive 
multi-purpose. facility,’ he 
concluded 

Wendell Wheadon, executive 
director of the Metro-East 
Sanitary District, pledged his 
district “stands ready to 
cooperate and participate in all 
aspects of the planning and 
construction and to assist this 
area's growth and develop- 
ment.” 

Wheadon ‘said the sanitary 
district is primarily responsible 
for transporting water from the 
lake to the Mississippi River 
and is working on “‘a reasonable 
and realistic flood plain  or- 
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dinance," with several agencies 
involved in that planning. 

Robert L. Schleuger, a 
professional engineer and 
regional manager of the 
Division of Water Pollution 
Control, Field Operation Sec- 
tion, of the Mlinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, said. 
his agency is conducting 
numerous tests on the water 

ality and chemical makeup of 
sediment. 

He noted high concentrations 
of heavy metals in the sediment 
and said it is not yet known if 
the sediment will need to be 
dredged for the lake to meet 
future water quality standards, 

He said Granite City Steel is 
meeting all EPA discharge 
standards with its new 
wastewater treatment plant 
and the overall water quality in 
the lake is “reasonably good," 

‘The last speaker was Colonel 
Leon McKinney, chief of the St 
Louis District of the U.S, Army 
Corps of Engineers, who said 
Horseshoe Lake will plan an 
important role in drainage 
plans for the future, The 
Cahokia Canal and Horseshoe 
Lake drainage study is to 
begin in the next two weeks with 
the environmental study and 
soil study this year, We hope to 
complete the full study in Fiscal 
1981, three years hence,"’ 

“T assure the Department of 
Conservation it will have 
complete cooperation in its 

planning. Anything we ean do to 
olp you get where you want to 


go quicker, we will be glad to 
do,’ Col, McKinney pledged. 

Mikesell summarized the 
meeting, noting the importance 
of planning a multi-purpose 
park with many interests in 
mind, He urged the Department 
of Conservation to create a task 
force to advise in certain por- 
tions of the planning. 

Task force members. should 
be from the conservation 
department, the Department of 
‘Transportation, water survey, 
EPA, soil and water con, 
servation service, local elected 
officials, sanitary district. and 
others, he suggested, 

He also suggested a policy 
group be created to study 
measures which can be taken in 
the area to reduce sediment and 
dirt in the drainage ditches and 
inlets to the lake. 

“Some money must be,spent 
outside of the project area, but I 
think this is well worth working 
for," Mikesell said, 

Kenney said the Department 
of Conservation will give,

’ Nina Shepherd has her work 
cutout for her 

If she is to defeat Jerome 
Cosentino for the Democratic 
nomination for state treasurer, 
she must carry precincts out- 
side the City of Chicago by a 2-1 
margin. 

Since Cosentino was endorsed 
by the Democratic state Central 
Committee, he can expect to 
receive 70 percent or more of 
the vote in the City of Chicago. 

That would translate into a 
plurality of nearly 200,000 votes, 
an analysis of yoting records 
shows, 

._ The remainder of the state ~ 
‘Cook County suburbs, the collar 
counties and Downstate — 
would then have to produce a 2-1 
margin for Mrs. Shepherd to 
upset him. 

She is counting on Downstate 
and suburban disgust with 
Chicago’s dominance in the 
slate-making process to provide 
her base of support 

“Slate-making was an ab- 
solute disgrace,’ she said at a 
meeting of the Democratic 
County Chairmen’s Association, 

“The party leaders let us 
down, A handful of people in 
Chicago made the decision, We 
shouldn't have to pay the price 
for four years for their mistake. 

“It's ineredibly poor 
judgment to slate two members 
of the Sanitary District for state 
office. Just stupid politics.” 

Most party leaders — at least 
from Downstate — agree with 
her, and have said so publicly. 
But ‘that doesn't necessarily 
translate into votes for her. 

Mrs. Shepherd is experienced 
in government and_ politics, 
serving on the University of 
Illinois board of trustees and 
being involved at the state and 
national levels in party affairs. 

And many persons think 
having a woman on the ticket is 
also an advantage. 

But when the politicians get 
down to the reality of the 
situation, they know she doesn't 
have much to offer them, 

‘The state treasurer has only a 
few patronage jobs to dispense, 
and can do hardly any favors 
for the politicos, 

She is also at a disadvantage 
in terms of raising campaign 
™money. She will not be able to 
raise enough to buy the ex- 
pensive television —_ad- 
vertisements. ‘ 

Cosentino, by comparison, is 
independently wealthy and is 
willing to spend as much money 
as necessary in the campaign. 

Cosentino, despite his con- 
nection with Chicago, actually 
resides in Palos Heights. And he 
is the committeeman in his 
township, which will strengthen 
his position with the other 
suburban committeemen. 

In addition, he has. strong 
labor support. 


One other factor is being 
pointed out. When the state 
committee voted its en- 
dorsement for treasurer” last 
fall, Cosentino received 13 
votes, Grace Mary Stern 
received 11 votes and Mrs. 
Shepherd received none. 

Even she admits a large 
turnout of: voters is needed in 
the primary if she is to be 
successful, But few persons 
seem to be paying attention to 
politics this election year in 
some parts of Illinois. 

Mrs. Shepherd, 44, resides in 
Winnetka. 

Cosentino, 46, along with 
being a member of the scandal- 
plagued Chicago Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, owns a 
trucking firm he built from one 
truck into a multi-million-dollar 
business operating in 48 states. 

As a memb@r of the 
University of Mlinois board 
since 1974, Mrs. Shepherd has 
served on its budget committee 
and devoted much time to 
budgetary issues. 

She has sought professional 
advice on the role of the 
treasurer's office ‘and notes that 
Cosentino favors keeping the 
operation the same, She adds 
that improvements are needed 

Mrs, Shepherd says she has a 
much better chance of being 
elected in November than/ does 
her opponent. 

The incumbent, Donald 
Smith, was appointed to the 
office and is not seeking elec- 
tion 

Cosentino’s backers say none 
of the Sanitary District 
problems has involved him, and 
that he shouldn't be tainted by 
“guilt by association.” They 
describe his record of public 
service as extensive and suc- 
cessful, and cite his con- 
siderable business experience. 

Cosentino is personally 
financing his campaign, at a 
cost of $150,000, while his op- 
ponent has raised $10,000. Her 
husband is an investment 
banker but owns no bank stock. 

One of a family of 14, he is 
married and the father of five 
children. He has served as MSD 
vice-chairman of finance, 
administering the third largest 
governmental budget in Illinois, 
and initiated legal action to 
recover $32 million in penalties 
and overcharges resulting from 
a contract negotiated prior to 
his election to the district board. 

Mrs. Shepherd, a_ senior 
consultant for Horizons 
Laboratory, advises cor- 
porations on getting the most 
out of their employees through 
assisting them in education and 
career planning. 

The mother of two teenage 
sons, she notes that as a 
university trustée she oversees 
a $500 million annual budget 
and investments of $30 million,

However, the fact that 
Bakalis is a different brand in 
politics stirs some hopes 
among neryous Democrats 
that he may again stage a 
political surprise and upset 
heavily-favored Republican 
incumbent James R.

comment and in the light of 
his track record he is truly 
not one to be taken lightly, 
Bakalis appears to 

cakewalk in the Democratic 
primary with only token 
opposition, from perennial 
candidate Dakin Williams. 
After that the going gets 
much rougher. 


For the feeling in Tliinois 
political ‘circles is that after 
the March primary Bakalis is 
going to have to come up with 
some solid campaign issues 
or see Big Jim ride far away 
in a cloud of dust. 

For the general impression 
is that the Bakalis campaign 
is just about where it started 
last December, If he has 
made any gains or if

But their desires frequent iy 
come into conflict with what 
the Legislature and the 
governor feel can be made 
available in line with overall 
state obligations, 

‘Thisis increasingly so in an 
era when a taxpayers’ revolt 
of unprecedented dimensions 
appears to be gathering force 
across the United States. 

Thompson may irritate 
professional school people by 
withholding part of which 
they might want, but he is 
likely to gain favor with the 
taxpayers by saving them 
from further increases, 

Restoration of fiscal 
stability and holding the line 
on taxes are key planks in 
Thompson's re-election drive 
and there is no sign whatever 
that Bakalis will be able to 
undermine them, 

Bakalis, whose political 
courage is to be admired if 
his political acumen is to be 
doubted, has the added 
disadvantage of tackling 
incumbent governor who has 
only served two years, 

Iinois voters over the 
years have been inclined to 
give any governor at least 


two terms. With Thompson 
having had only a two-year 
term this inclination is likely 
to be even more pronounced 
this year, 

What has toppled 
cumbent governors in 
past? Let's take a look at the 
record. 

Dan Walker had only one 
term, but basically because 
of his own doing. He irritated 
the legislators and leaders of 
his own party. He 
precipitated a bitter primary 
fight that so shattered the 
Democrats that even a once 
highly popular figure like 
Michael J. Howlett did not 
stand a chance against 
Thompson. 

Republican Richard B, 
Ogilvie, generally credited 
with being an excellent and 
farseeing governor, went 
down the drain after only one 
term because of his advocacy 
of the unpopular state income 
tax, 

Ogilvie. himself won 
election as governor in 1968 
mainly because Democratic 
incumbent Otto Kerner 
dropped out of the picture 
late in the game to accept a 
federal judgeship. Minois 
voters, as they have been 
reluctant to do over the 
years, refused to elevate 
acting Gov. Samuel H. 
Shapiro to a full four-year 
term, 


Kerner had coasted to the 
first of his two terms in the 
anti-third term reaction 
against two-term Republican 
Gov. William G. Stratton. 

None of these factors or 
others on the horizon are 
present to help Bakalis. 
Sometimes scandal, or a hint 
of scandal, has emerged to 
affect the governor's race. 


But former U.S. Prosecutor 
‘Thompson has kept a tight 
ship, The prospect of any. 
major scandal making 
headlines between now and 
election day is considered 
highly unlikely, 

Bakalis is going to have to 
keep looking hard for an 
issue, Unlike 1970 he's going 
to need a lot more than just a 
litle bit of luck,

For many taxpayers, the big 
news, according to Charles H.

CPA Society, is that Uncle Sam 
has simplified the tax forms. 


It will be easier for persons 
whose finances are un- 
complicated to prepare their 
own returns, Other highlights of 
the tax picture this year. in- 
clude: 


—A new way of handling 
alimony payments. 

—More generous deductions 
for job-related moving costs. 

—A new standard deduction, 
now also called “zero bracket 
amount.” 


—Continuation of the general 
tax credit that was to expire. 

—A new holding period for 
long-term capital gains or 
losses and a doubling of the 
amount of ordinary income that 
can be offset by net capital 
losses,

The CPA Society says the 
many new rules result from 
provisions of the 1976 Tax 
Reform Act that became ef- 
fective in 1977, as well as the 
1977 Tax Reduction and Sim- 
plification Act. 


Taking up the changes in 
more detail, the CPAs advise 
that for those who prepare their 
own returns, both Form 1040 
and the short form, 1040A, have 
been simplified. 


Capital gain, moving cost taxation revise 


Form 1040A formerly filled 
both sides of half a sheet of 
paper; now it's one side of a 
full sheet, but several questions 
have been, deleted. 

Form 1040 has been made 
“linear,"’ which means it 
proceeds in a straight line, 
without interruptions to consult 
page two or schedule B. 

It moves logically right on 
through income, adjustments, 
deductions and exemptions, tax 
computation, credits and tax 
payments, to the amount you 
may still owe or the refund you 
possible have coming. 

Alimony paid is no longer an 
itemized tax deduction. Now it 
is treated as an adjustment, so 
it no longer matters to alimony 
payers whether they itemize or 
take the standard deduction. 

The liberalizing of job-related 
moving cost deductions in- 
cludes a provision that you-can 


claim them if your new job is at 
least 35 miles farther from your 
former home than your old job 
was. It used to be 50 miles. 

Like alimony, the moving 
costs may be taken even if you 
don't itemize. 

‘The standard deduction is no 
longer a percentage of income. 
Now it's a flat $2,200 for in- 
dividuals filing singly, $3,200 on 
joint returns. That's a $200 
decrease from the maximum 
for individuals, a $400 increase 
on joint returns. 

But if your deductible ex- 
penses are anywhere near the 
standard deduction, you'll still 
want to figure your taxes both 
ways to see which is better. 

‘A study has shown that for 
individuals with incomes. of 
$14,000 and up and most 
marriéd taxpayers, if deduc- 
tions are about average, 
itemizing usually is preferable.

“We are third in priority in 
this state, First comes Chicago 
and then the collar counties 
around Chicago, and then 
comes downstate, 

He was critical of State Sen, 
Sam Vadalabene’s farm 
assessment tax bill, saying 
homeowners will have to pick 
up $28 million in lost taxes from 
the Dill, 

He proposed lids on campaign 
spending so poor and middle- 
income people can afford to run 
for office, and said the state 
needs stronger financial 
disclosure legislation, 

Vadalabene answered the 
charge on the farm assessment 
tax bill, saying houses on farm 
property will be assessed and 
taxed the same as homes not on 
farms, Taxes on farm land 
would be based, in part, on 
productivity, he said. 

The senator also said 
downstate is getting its share of 
the state's money, noting that of 
a $600 million highway program 
jn Minois, this area got $100 
million, 

He said he is proud of his work 
on improving “Route 203, on 
extending Route 3 to McKinley 
Bridge in Venice, on funding the 
Chicago Avenue overpass of 
Route 3, on a grant for the 
Venice Broadway underpass, 
and on other road projects, 

He also said he is proud of his 
achievements for education, 
including a $2,750,000 grant to 
Madison to construct a new 
middle school and $71 million in 
state money and $30 million in 
federal funds’ to expand 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville which serves 
1,100 students from the Quad- 
City area. 

Referring to his controversial 
stand opposing the Equal 
Rights Amendment, 
Vadalabene stated, “Its no 
secret how I stand on ERA," 

He called himself “a full-time 
senator,’ and said that he has 
one of the best labor records in 
the Senate the last six con- 
secutive years. “I don't know 
how I could work any harder!,” 
he concluded, 

Incumbent State 
Representative Jim McPike of 
Alton said, meetings such as 
those of the Democratic Club 
are an important part of 
grassroots government. 

“Two years ago, you gave me 
the greatest honor of my life, 
being elected as your 
representative, I quit my job to 
be a full-time representative, at 
less money than I was making. I 
feel I have worked hard and 
have visited many homes to find 
out what people are thinking. 

“L introduced bills on 
financial ethics and yoted on 
over 2,000 bills this year, trying 
to take a common-sense _ap- 
proach to politics and to each

The other Democratic in-

Lucco noted he is endorsed by 
the Madison County 
Democratic Central. Com- 
mittee, but said, “If elected, I 
will have some questions and 
more to say about Madison 
County Demeécratic politics.” 
He did not farther clarify the 
statement. 

He also said he is endorsed by 
organized labor, but does not 
feel he is receiving a sufficient 
Amount of support from unions. 

Representative candidate 
Joari Seamen was unable to 
attend, but a friend expressed 
the candidate's apologies for 
her absence. 

Former representative Sam 
Wolf of Granite City, who is 
hoping to regain his seat, noted 
he is a lifelong resident of this 
area and has been a 


businessman here many years. 

He also is a legislative 
assistant to the secretary of 
state's office, and is secretary 
of the Madison County 
Democratic Central Com- 
mittee, he said, 

He said he is in favor of pro- 
life, and cannot support 
abortion on demand’ at tax- 
payers’ expense, He supports 
full funding of education, 
eliminating ‘'red-lining’ by 
insurance companies, — in- 
creased incentives for new 
industrial development and 
more programs to aid senior 
citizens, . 

Also present was William 
“Bill Johnson, who is 
challenging incumbent Circuit 
sludge A. A. Andy" Matoesian 
in his bid for election, 

Johnson said he has served as 
a magistrate and associate 
judge in every court in the Third 
Judicial ‘Circuit, including 
Granite City, for more than 
three years, 

He said he worked many jobs 
before getting into law, and Was 
in the military, “I did it the hard 
way and that is what the 
Democratic party stands for, It 
is for the average, hard- 
working man.” 

He said he has been known as 
“a law-and-order judge,” and 
contended crime dropped 
during his service in every city 
he was assigned. 

He also said he established 
the first’ after-hours youth 
traffic court and worked after 
hours with students who would 
not go to school in alternate 
education programs. & 

“Tam known as the people's 
judge because my courts are 
open," he concluded. 

Matoesian was unable to 
attend, but his daughter, Jane,

County Board, said he is proud 
of his efforts since 1967 to have 
sanitary sewers installed in 
Nameoki, Chouteau and Venice 
townships, which he said seem 
sure to become a reality this 
year.

District 20 unopposed in- 
cumbent Nelson Hagnauer also 
was unable to attend, 

District 21 incumbent Daniel 
Partney said, “I am a con- 
troversial figure," fighting the 
board on purchasing and other 
issues. 

“Thave tried to get the county 


to use state pricing (purchasing 
from the state pool) and I am 
the only member who does not 
collect mileage. I have refunded 
$2,300 to the ‘board from 
mileage,” he said. 

“If elected, in nine months I 
will not seek another public 
office, as my opponent has 
done,"’ Partney commented, 
John “Jeff Worthen won a 
Granite City Park District 
Board seat last year. 

Partney also noted that tax 
bills for the county will

Worthen spoke next and 
pointed out that Partney has

Equal opportunity updated 


The Southern Minois 
University Board of Trustees 
here: Thursday approved a 
resolution restating its policy on 
non-discrimination and reaf- 
firming its commitment to 
equal opportunity within the 
University System. 

Revision of the Board's policy 
on non-discrimination takes into 
account new laws = and 
developments since the policy 
was originally approved in 1970. 
The board reaffirmed its 
commitment to the policy the 
following year. 

* University officials said that 
since 1971, the scope of 
protections against 
discrimination provided by 
state and federal laws has been 
broadened to include groups of 
persons not specifically iden- 
tified in the existing SIU policy. 

Officials noted that the 
protections were focused on 
employment in 1971 and, since 
that time, other activities in 
which the two campuses engage 
have been included in 
legislation. 

The most pervasive changes 
innon-discrimination laws have 
been approved by Congress,

and include Title IX of the 
Education Amendments of 1972, 
the Vietnam Veterans’ Read- 
justment Assistance Act of 1974, 
and amendments to the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973 which 
were approved by Congress in 
1976. 

Title LX of the Education 
Amendments provides that “no 
person, on the basis of sex, can 
be excluded from participation 
in, be denied the benefits of, or 
be subjected to discrimination 
under any academic, extra- 
curricular, research, 0c 
cupational training or other 
education program or activity” 
operated by a recipient. 

The Vietnam Veterans’ 
Readjustment Assistance Act 
requires that government 
contractors, which both 
universities are, take af- 
firmative action to employ and 
advance in employment 
disabled veterans and veterans 
of the Vietnam era. 

University officials pointed 
out that recent changes in 
federal law which have and 
will continue to have sub- 
stantial impact on the 
university are amendments to 
the Rehabilitation Act. 

‘These amendments prohibit 
denial of participation in or 
the benefits of any program 
or activity receiving federal 
financial assistance to per- 
sons solely on the basis of 
handicap, and prohibit 
discrimination under any 


Another law, in effect at the 
time that the original policy was 
approved, was not specifically 
recognized in the policy 
statement, It is the Age 
Discrimination in Employment 
Act of 1967. 

According to university of- 
ficers, this act bans 
discrimination in employment 
against persons between the 
ages of 40 and 65 years, 

In addition, the Age 
Discrimination Act of 1975 
prohibits age discrimination in 
any program supported by 
federal funds. 

The Board of Trustees felt 
that recognition of these laws in 
a positive statement required 
changes in the existing policy. 

The revision of the policy on 
non-discrimination provides for 
a reaffirmation of its com- 
mitment to equal opportunity 
within the SIU system, and 
further states that the com- 
mitment extends to equal op- 
portunity ‘for all persons.” 

The resolution further directs 
that all elements of the 
university adhere to procedures 
which promote the policy in all 
phases of its activities— 
including employment, 
educational programs, choice of 
contractors, and relationships 
with employee organizations.

States and the State of Illinois 
change, additional protected 
categories can be expected.

Job market on rise 


Things are looking up in the 
sjob market for this year's 
college graduates, particularly 
for those graduating at the 
bachelor’s level. 

For the second year in a row, 
the number of job offers made 
to bachelor's candidates by 
business, industrial, and 
government employers is 
running $1 percent ahead of last 
March, according to David R. 
Van Horn,” director of 
University Placement Services 
at Southern Ilinois University 
at Edwardsville, 

On the other hand, the outlook 
for graduate degree candidates 
is less promising, Offers made 
to master's candidates are five 
percent fewer than the number 
reported at this time last year, 

Women are still faring better 
than’ men, at least in per- 
centages, of not in the actual 
number of job offers, Van Horn 
said. At the bachelor's level, the 
volume of offers made to 
women is up 37 percent com- 
pared to a 29 percent rise in 
offers for men, Still, about four 
out of every five job offers are 
going to men, 

Since the College Placement 
Council survey does not cover 
teaching positions and a large 
percentage of women graduates 
go: into this profession, the 
proportion of offers to women 


would undoubtedly be con- 
siderably higher if offers for 
teaching positions were in- 
cluded, Van Horn said. 

At the bachelor’s level, 
students in all disciplinary 
areas benefited from the in- 
crease in employer activity, 
The candidates. in shortest 
supply, those majoring in 
engineering disciplines, ex- 
perienced the largest gain. 
They received 44 percent more 
offers than a year ago. And of 
all the bachelor’s offers 
reported, 57 percent were to 
engineering students. 

Scientific disciplines ex- 
perienced a 35 percent increase 
in offers, business-related 
disciplines Went up 16 percent, 
and the humanities and social 
sciences group had an eight 
percent gain, 

Manufacturing and industrial 
employers were the most active 
recruiters, making $7 percent 
more offers and accounting for 
68 percent of the bachelor's 
total. 

Only three of the 15 employer 
categories in the private sector 
reported reduced activity, They 
included chemicals and drugs, 
metals and metal products, and 
tires and rubber, 

Among the other categories, 
electrical machinery and 
equipment, research-consulting 


organizations, glass-paper- 
packaging, and aerospace- 
electronics-instruments —_acti- 
vity increased by more than 50 
percent over a year ago. 

At the bachelor's level, the 
highest salary average was 
petroleum engineering at $1,645 
a month, The next highest 
bachelor's dollar average was 
$1,506 for chemical engineers. 


At the master’s level, 
decreases in offers were found 
in surprising categories, They 
include business ad- 
ministration, engineering and 
accounting, All of — the 
disciplines had a relatively 
small volume of offers,
